Injuries received in the Futurity halted Balladier’s racing career at the end of his juvenile season. 
Although short, Balladier’s racing was brilliant and stamped him as a colt with tremendous potentiali- 
ties. He beat Omaha, Today, and others in the United States Hotel Stakes, and also won the Cham- 
pagne Stakes at Belmont Park (carrying 124 pounds to run the 6!'2 furlongs in 1:16%;, new track record), 
again beating Omaha, the latter carrying 117. Balladier was second in the Futurity after being jammed 
at the start and forced back to last place. His dam won Spinaway and Matron Stakes, and he is a 
a three-quarter brother to Barn Swallow, winner Tomboy Handicap, Matron Stakes, Kentucky Oaks and 
Alabama Stakes. *May Bird, the second dam, produced six other winners, and was half-sister to Wolfe

Omaha is one of the greatest Thoroughbreds produced in America in the last decade. 
As a 2-year-old he was started nine times, won one race, and was four times second. earn- 
ing $3,850. His seconds included the Sanford Stakes, Champagne Stakes, and Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes. Although not a stakes winner at two, Omaha was regarded as an outstanding 
juvenile. In all his races he finished strong, showing a liking for a distance, and he was 
recognized as a colt with great potentialities. 


At three, Omaha became the outstanding horse of the year. He won the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, Belmont, Dwyer, Classic Stakes (in which he set a new track record of 2:0125), 
was second in the Withers Stakes, third in Wood Memorial Stakes, and the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap (to Discovery and King Saxon). He was never unplaced in nine starts at three, and 
earned $142,255. 


Omaha was sent to England as a 4-year-old, with the Ascot Gold Cup as his major 
objective. He won the Victor Wild Stakes (1!. miles under 129 pounds), and the Queen’s 
Plate (two miles under 130) in preparation for the Gold Cup race. In the latter race he 
was beaten a nose by Quashed, and was also second in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes. Omaha 
was to have made a second attempt in the Gold Cup this year, but a slight training difficulty 
caused him to be declared out of the race. In three years of racing Omaha started 22 times, 
was nine times first, seven times second, two times third, and earned a total of $154,755. 


Flambino was a stakes winner (Gazelle Stakes), and also produced the winners McDon- 
ald H., Flamborough, Fleam (Acorn Stakes, New Hampshire, Continental Handicaps, placed 
in eight other stakes), and Flares, a full brother to Omaha and winner of Newmarket, Bur- 
well, Princess of Wales, Dullingham Stakes, Ormonde Plate. These are her first five foals. 
The second dam *Flambette won Latonia Oaks, Coaching Club American Oaks, and is 
dam of the stakes winners Flaming (Woodbine Autumn Handicap, Garden City Claiming 
Stakes in America, Imperial Cup, Lancashire Hurdle Handicap in England), and Cycle 
(Baltimore Spring, Paumonok Handicaps). She also produced La France, dam of Dick 
Merrill and Jacola, winners. 


*La Flambee also produced Ned O. (21 wins, $45,360 including Walden Handicap), *La 


tablee (dam of The Scout), etc. Medeah, the fourth dam, won French Oaks, Prix Royal 
Oak, Prix Vermeille, and produced several stakes winners.

started eight times, won four races, was once second, once third. As a 3- 
year-old he started five times, won two races and was twice second. His 
money-winnings for the two seasons amounted to $52,190. 


In his 2-vyear-old season High Quest was the winner of the Eastern Shore 
Handicap, beating Cavalcade, Wise Daughter, and others. He was second to 
Bazaar in the Hopeful Stakes, beating Discovery and others. At three High 
Quest won the Preakness, beating Cavalcade, Discovery, Agrarian, Spy Hill, 
Time Supply, and Riskulus. Also at three High Quest was second in the 
Belmont Stakes, beaten by Peace Chance, and second in the Harford Handi- 
cap, in which he carried 112 pounds to the 4-year-old winner’s (Silent Shot) 
100 and was beaten a half-length. 


High Quest made his first season in the stud in 1935. His first foals, now 
yearlings, include 10 head which are in training at Belmont Park. A number 
of them have been tried highly. Twelve weanlings by the young sire are now 
at Brookmeade Farm at Upperville, Va. Every Brookmeade Farm mare bred 
to High Quest in 1937 is in foal, showing that he is very sure with his mares. 

High Quest carries powerful blood on both sides of his family. His sire 
is *Sir Gallahad III, stakes winner in France and England, three times lead- 
ing sire in America, and sire of such other great horses as Gallant Fox, Gal- 
lant Sir, The Scout, Fighting Fox, ete. High Quest’s dam Etoile Filante, by 
Fair Play, is also the dam of Fair Star (winner Pimlico Futurity, Selima 
Stakes, dam of winners and producers), and the winners Icarus, Sari (also dam 
of Sarada, etc.), etc. 

The second dam, Chit Chat, by *Rock Sand, produced Chatterton (Falls 
City, Latonia Autumn Handicaps, and leading sire in 1932), and the winners 
Fair Ball, etc., and producers. High Quest’s third dam is *Chinkara, by 
Galopin, and she was a grand stakes winner.

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Keeneland Yields A Point 
AST week the Keeneland Association an- 
nounced that it would discontinue the Breed- 
ers’ Stakes and substitute for it, on the fall 
programs at Keeneland, a 2-year-old_ race 
modeled after the defunct Breeders’ Futurity and 
bearing its name. 

The Breeders’ Stakes was at a mile and a 
quarter. It was open to mares and horses, 3- 
year-olds and up, with geldings barred. It had 
$5,000 in added money. It was a limited handi- 
cap, with a minimum weight of 112 pounds. 
In theory it was to be a genuine test of racing 
class, looking toward the appraisement of its 
entries for probable breeding class. 

For the first running of the Breeders’ Stakes 
there were three starters. For the second, de- 
cided last week there were two starters. As 
a matter of fact, the race last week narrowly 
escaped being a walkover, as Marica, the winner, 
might not have started if the course had been 
muddy. 

The Keeneland management looked over the 
situation last week, decided that the race had 
been too big a failure to justify its continuance, 
and announced that in its stead the Breeders’ 
Futurity would be revived. 

Whether the Breeders’ Futurity will attract 
better horses than the Breeders’ Stakes is prob- 
lematical. That it will attract 
virtually certain. 

Thus subsides another eddy caused by a few 
individuals who sought to improve the breed of 


more horses is 


horses. 

It takes more than a few isolated good in- 
tentions to bring about a change in the course 
of American racing. If we are ever to effect 
any considerable improvement in the sport, there 
must be devised some machinery for more com- 
plete cooperative action. And, as matters stand 
now, cooperative action on important matters is 
well nigh impossible. 

The tendency of the American Turf to dis- 
centinue long races and stick more and more to 
sprints is a most natural one, founded upon the 


desire of pari-mutuel tracks to make money. 


Speed is not a rare quality in the Thoroughbred, 


but stamina is rare. The natural tendency of 
the breed is to develop speed, to lose stamina. 
Therefore sprinters are plentiful and stayers are 
(We do not hold with those who main- 
tain that sprinting and staying are matters 
entirely in the hands of the trainer, though 
certainly the trainer is an important factor.) 
Pari-mutuel tracks want large fields, so they 
schedule most of their races with the conditions 
which will make the most“satisfactory card, 
from a numerical point of view. And here lies 
the root of most of the evil. Most of the current 
ills of the Turf can be traced to this policy—the 
stall gates, the standing start and its tremendous 
strain on the legs of horses, the desperate tactics 
of jockeys to gain advantage in races, the ten- 
dency to overrace 2-year-olds, the unsoundness of 
older horses, the failure to adjust purses to the 
class of horses, the almost complete disregard 
for developing stamina in our breeding stock, 
the necessity for making importations to pre- 
vent the American Thoroughbred from degener- 
ating into a quarter-horse. 


scarce. 


We still believe that cooperative action among 
a number of the country’s greatest race tracks 
could bring about an improvement in American 
racing, and we hope that eventually there will 
be an agreement on an annual routine of stakes 
races calculated to increase the number and value 
of weight-for-age and distance races and eventu- 
ally to bring about an actual improvement of the 
breed. We believe that such a plan would be 
feasible if a half-dozen of the leading tracks 
outside of New York would agree upon a 
schedule calculated to maintain interest in the 
project throughout the year and to provide at- 
tractive opportunities for an increased number 
of horses deliberately trained for longer races. ” 

If the leading pari-mutuel tracks ever feel 
disposed to try such an experiment, we hope 
they go about it very deliberately, announce it a 
year or two in advance, work together on its 
operation, and seek earnestly for its success. 
If ever such a plan succeeds American racing 
will be the richer for it, and the tracks will have 
a new series of attractions which would well 
repay them for any efforts expended.

EPTEMBER 20. Due to heavy Sunday traffic 
and to a big rain-squall which came in off the 
sea, the vans carrying the horses from Narragan- 
sett Park to Rockingham Park did not arrive at 
the latter destination until almost 9 p.m. There 
are no electric lights in the Rockingham barns, and 
our lanterns were put back into use for the first 
time this summer. The rain had ceased, and the 
air was cool and bracing, and the horses were all 
put away in good condition. One of the crew, 
however, arrived in bad condition from too many 
tips of the bottle, and the work of unloading the 
tack and setting up was quite demoralized, accord- 
ing to Irish and Mike. When I arrived early this 
morning everything was under way, and by mid- 
day almost everything had been put to rights. 
I took King and Steve to the track for a three- 
eighths mile blowout, as I want to run Steve to- 
morrow in a maiden race, and think he is now 
good enough to win. They went easily in :37 on 
a slow track. Other horses all walked. 


SEPTEMBER 21. Kitty, Steve, and King galloped, 
the latter two miles. Mabyn appeared to be sound 
enough to exercise, as also did the new filly, Na- 
dine, so I galloped both with the pony, and also 
Merry. Others walked. Entered Edna in a race 
for tomorrow. 

Steve went to the post looking all over the win- 
ner, but after breaking well, appeared to climb, 
and drifted out of contention. I couldn't account 
for his bad race, particularly as his rider said he 
seemed sore, but on going to the barn and examin- 
ing the colt’s legs, I found he had bucked his shins. 
This was quite a relief of mind, as I would have 
been greatly worried and disappointed if I had 
found no cause for his poor showing. Am sorry 
to have lost a race and bet that I should other- 
wise have won, but understanding the circum- 
stances, it is only a temporary set-back, and no 
reflection on the class of the colt. 


SEPTEMBER 22. Since Edna has done nothing 
except walk and ship since her race of last Friday, 
and is to run today, I blew her out a quarter mile 
in :26, which she probably did not need, but I 
took no chances that she had filled up. King and 
Merry worked together a half-mile in :4825, which 
was quite good, as the track was a little off, due 
to a shower. Kitty went a half-mile in :52 alone, 
and seems to be favoring her right knee. Na- 
dine’s leg seems entirely well, so I put tack on her 
and galloped her for the first time. She went well 
and came back all right. Devil and Mabyn walked. 
Put a blister on Steve’s shins, and a cradle 
around his neck to keep him from rubbing the 
blister. When he found he could not get the 
cradle off, nor manage even to bite it, he looked 
very much disgusted with us all. 

Edna turned up as the favorite today, but her 
race was a repetition of her last, and she finished 
fifth, beaten about two lengths, and coming fast. 


SEPTEMBER 23. Kitty worked six furlongs in 
1:18, while the mist and fog still hung over the 
track, and came home definitely sore in her right 
knee. Sent King for another mile, but after work- 
ing three-quarters mile in 1:15, he sulked and did 
the mile in 1:444;. Mabyn, Merry, and Nadine 
galloped with pony. Others walked.

Mike had her away flying, and before they had 
gone a quarter-mile, she was lengths on top. 
Think I will ride Mike on her next time I start 
her, and if he can do in the afternoon as he did 
this morning, she will win easily. Sent Nadine 
for her first work for me, five furlongs, which she 
did under a snug hold in 1:03, and galloped out 
three-quarters mile in 1:18. I liked her work, and 
she seems to have plenty of speed and willingness. 
Mabyn galloped with pony, and Kitty galloped a

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mile, but under protest on account of her knee. 
Am painting the knee with Dr. Mitchell's paint, 
and keeping under bandages. 


SEPTEMBER 26. A fine Sunday morning with 
bright sun and clear air. Steve, Kitty, and King 
galloped, and Edna, Mabyn, and Nadine galloped 
with pony. Devil and Merry walked. I did the 
usual round of painting, and then trimmed the 
manes and fetlocks of all the horses. 

The pet of the stable, a mostly foxterrier, has a 
litter of four pups just now big enough to run 
around and gnaw anything. When I left the 
stable, my exercise boys were engrossed in play- 
ing with these ‘Heinz’ pups, as I call them, as 
they certainly appear to be nearly that many 
varieties.

SPORTSMAN’S PARK 

IRST half of the 24-day Sportsman's Park 

meeting was completed October 16, with the 
meeting getting good weather, apparently draw- 
ing satisfactory crowds. Featured was a $1,200 
overnight handicap at 6'. furlongs, won by the 
favorite, W. Rynes’ Silvery Cloud, a 5-year-old 
Neddie mare. Other events of the day were 
claiming affairs, went off somewhat unformfully, 
without a favorite winning. Sportsman’s Park, 
closing October 30, will bring to an end the 1937 
Illinois season which has been, particularly dur- 
ing the latter half, a quite successful one.

LEXINGTON FALL SALES 


HE ninth annual fall sales held at E. J. 

Tranter’s Lexington Sales Paddock last wee: 
presented something of an anomaly. In com- 
parison with last year the market appeared 
definitely weak, if judgment is made solely from 
the statistics of the auctions. Averages were 
lower than last fall on all classes of Thorough- 
breds sold. Broodmares were down 22 per cent, 
yearlings 2.6 per cent, weanlings 25 per cent, 
stallions 64 per cent, horses in training 26 per 
cent. For the entire sale the average was 16 
per cent under last year’s. 

Yet the market appeared quite strong to most 
of those who had made consignments. Most of 
the breeders who had offered yearlings seemed to 
have received higher prices than they had ex- 
pected, judging from the statements they made 
after the sales to representatives of THE BLOOD- 
Horsk. Actually the demand for yearlings ap- 
peared to be better than that for breeding stock, 
though it may be that the broodmares offered 
this year were not up to the standard of the 
1936 sales. Very likely the extreme downward 
trend of prices in the stock market during the 
last few months had its effect on bids for breed- 
ing stock in Lexington. Another probable factor 
for lower prices was the reduced number of 
Texas buyers at the ringside. Summary of the 
sale by sessions:

cent under the 1936 figure, and the Lexington 
average was down 2.6 per cent, the joint average 
was actually 6.6 per cent higher than that of 
1936. This is accounted for by the fact that a 
greater percentage of yearlings went to Sara- 
toga in 1937 than the previous year. Thus a 
larger proportion of the crop sold in the higher 
market. 

As was the case at Saratoga this year, the 
Lexington sales showed that the prices for year- 
ling colts were higher than in 1936 and that the 
prices for fillies were lower. The following sum- 
mary shows the comparison for both markets.

NEW YORK 


EMPIRE CITY OPENS 

AMAICA completed its 12-day meeting Oc- 
J tober 16, and on the following Monday racing 
moved to Empire City for the New York season's 
final meeting of 12 days. Jamaica's closing pro- 
gram brought another victory to the already 
prominent Hal Price Headley silks, when Bour- 
bon King took the Remsen Handicap. Bourbon 
King’s jockey, Charley Kurtsinger, who is hav- 
ing perhaps his best year, got a double by taking 
a Class D handicap with Shining Sun, a Sun 
Edwin colt. Herman Philips’ Fair Stein took 
the secondary attraction, the Long Island Claim- 
ing Stakes. 

Empire City opened with a six-day program 
featured by the $3,500 added New Rochelle 
Handicap. Calumet Farm‘s “Crossbow II scored 
his first stakes victory of the year in this event, 
though he has been unplaced only four times 
in 17 starts this year. The rest of the program 
was made up of claiming events, of which two 
were for maidens. Charley Kurtsinger lost no 
time in getting into stride, rode winners of 
both of these, Big Wind, by Ariel, and Little 
Tarzan, by Jack High. Kurtsinger then went on 
to make it a triple by taking the fifth event with 
the 6-year-old Golden Vein, by Golden Spire. 

On Saturday, October 23, Empire City offers 
two stakes, the $5,000 added Ardsley Handicap 
for 2-year-olds at a mile and 70 yards, and the 
Yorktown Handicap, with $7,500 added, for 3- 
year-olds and up, at 1's miles. 


SEABISCUIT’S CONTINENTAL HANDICAP 
On October 12 at Jamaica, Mrs. C. S. Howard's 
Seabiscuit (130) went out in quest of the title of 
leading money winner of the year. He came back 
with it by a margin of five lengths, running easily, 
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leading all the way after the first few strides. 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ *Caballero II (117), con- 
sidered his most formidable rival, got to the front 
at the break, but Jockey J. Pollard hustled the 
Hard Tack colt down on the inside, was in front 
going to the first turn. For six furlongs *Cabal- 
lero II stayed at his head. Then, rounding the last 
turn, Seabiscuit began coming away, shook off his 
opposition, and won well within himself. *Cabal- 
lero II went gamely to keep second place by two 
lengths from Cleaveland Putnam's Moon Side 
(112), which was a length in front of B. M. Byers’

MARYLAND 


LAUREL PARK 
LMOST 20,000 persons were out at Laurel 
Park October 16, giving the Maryland track 
one of its best Saturdays. Principal attraction 
was the Laurel Stakes, in which Heelfly, unable 
to turn back the handicap champion Seabiscuit, 
at least held him to even terms, got a dead heat. 
The 3-year-old was getting 12 pounds actual 
weight, six by the scale, and was giving weight 
actually or by scale to everything else in the 
field. Hence his performance was one of the best 
a 3-year-old has shown in the latter part of 
the season. A secondary attraction was the 
Maryland Futurity, taken by the maiden Toddle 
On. A good overnight race was offered in the 
$1,500 Bowling Brook Handicap, won by Shandon 
Farm’s Rainland, this being the eighth victory 
of the year for the Crack Brigade gelding. He 
turned back the 3-year-old Log, the older Speed 
to Spare, Sir Emerson, Grand Slam, and others. 
Chief expectancy of the current week at 
Laurel Park is War Admiral’s appearance in the 
Maryland Handicap on October 23. The brown 
colt was out on October 16, went 11, miles in 
1:5225, was waved down to finish the mile and a 
quarter in 2:07. Wayne Wright was in the saddle, 
as Charley Kurtsinger, War Admiral’s regular 
rider, was in New York. Trainer George Con- 
way expected to give the 3-year-old champion 
another long gallop, a short speed test. If both 
go off properly, War Admiral may start in the 
Maryland Handicap. 


SEVENTH MARYLAND FUTURITY 


One of the most important fall events to Mary- 
land breeders is the Maryland Futurity ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds bred and foaled in Maryland, 
six furlongs), which had its seventh running at 
Laurel Park October 16. Almost half of the start- 
ing field were maidens, and only one which had 
achieved any prominence was Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s 
Rehearsal (115), which had taken the Pimlico 
Nursery Stakes last. spring. So Rehearsal was 
confidently backed at 11 to 10. The pacemaker 
for the first half-mile was F. M. Alger, Jr.’s Droop 
(108), a Balko filly with the speed typical of her 
sire’s get. Botro (10812) by Trojan, was second, 
and Rehearsal was lying a comfortable third, ap- 
parently ready to strike when Maurice Peters 
said the word. But just as Droop and Botro were 
showing signs of yielding, Charley Corbett began 
coming up from behind with Mrs. Elmer True- 
man’s Toddle On (107), a maiden daughter of 
Bud Lerner.

DEAD HEAT AT LAUREL PARK 

When Coldstream and Red Rain ran a dead 
heat in the 1935 Saratoga Special, it was the 
first dead heat in a stakes event for many years. 
Last year the only dead heat in an important race 
was in a steeplechase stakes, between *Rioter 
and Rock Lad. This year there have been two 
such instances. The Arlington Futurity was a 
dead heat between Teddy’s Comet and Tiger, and 
on October 16 the finish of the Laurel Stakes 
($7,500 added, 38-year-olds and up, one mile) 
found Mrs. C. S. Howard's Seabiscuit (126) and 
T. P. Morgan's Heelfly (3-y-0,114) finishing to- 
gether. For the 38-year-old, it was the best race 
he had run against worthy opponents; for Sea- 
biscuit it was his second race of the week (the 
other being the Continental Handicap at Jamai- 
ca). If Seabiscuit had won the Laurel Stakes out- 
right he would have become the winner of $200,000. 

Seabiscuit was off well from an outside post 
position, was held in third place while Everglade 
Stable’s Deliberator (116) fought with E. D. 
Shaffer's Floradora (108) for the lead. When the 
filly shook off Deliberator, Seabiscuit moved up 
to second place. Then A. C. Compton's Clingen- 


daal (3-y-o, 110) made his bid, went up to wrest 
the lead from the *Bull Dog filly, which imme- 
diately dropped out of the race. In the stretch 
Jockey J, Pollard sent Seabiscuit forward, seemed 
an almost certain winner. But here Heelfly entered 
the picture. He had broken with a blindfold, this 
being the result of his usual unruly behavior, 
at post. He was away slowly, dropped to last 
place, as the blindfold was snatched away. For 
six furlongs he was last, then came forward with 
a rush. When Seabiscuit took the lead at the 
eighth-pole, Heelfly was at his head. A few strides 
farther and the two were head and head. There- 
after neither yielded an inch. Laurel Park’s pa- 
trons waited some 10 minutes while placing judges 
studied the photograph, then saw the dead heat 
sign go up.

RHODE ISLAND 


MARTIAL LAW 

VENTS moved rapidly in Rhode Island over 

last week-end. On October 11, Gov. Robert E. 
Quinn had announced that Narragansett Park 
would not open, placed himself in the position of 
ignoring any unfavorable decision of the State 
Supreme Court, which was considering the order 
suspending Narragansett Park’s license. On the 
same day William L. Connolly, president of the 
Rhode Island branch of the American Federation 
of Labor, was haranguing a part of Narragansett 
Park’s 1,600 workers on the danger to union labor 
should the Governor succeed in closing the track. 
Only minor skirmishing came during the next few 
days, with the Governor reported as canvassing 
Democratic organizations throughout the State to 
make sure of his support. In the light of his 
subsequent action, he must have been satisfied 
with what he found. 

On October 15 the State Supreme Court set 
aside the suspension of the track’s license, and 
there was a bustle at the track preparing for the 
opening on October 18. But on the same day 
Governor Quinn repeated that the track would not 
open, gave an inkling of his intention by cancelling 
all state police leaves of absence. Then, on Octo- 
ber 16 he played his trump card:

Now, therefore, I... do hereby proclaim and declare 
the said Narragansett Park and the territory for one 
mile surrounding in the city of Pawtucket and town of 
East Providence in the State of Rhode Island to be in 
a state of insurrection. 


So on October 18 national guardsmen, armed 
with machine guns and rifles, closed every avenue 
to Narragansett Park, and soldiers with fixed bay-

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called off, but entries were taken for Tuesuay, 
However, officials of the track would not say now 
long they would make daily preparation for an 
opening which is now virtually certain no! to 
come. On October 18, also, a reporter for O’Hara’s 
newspaper, the Star-Tribune, was put off the 
grounds, because that paper had published state- 
ments designed “to break down the high morale 
of the National Guard.”” It was a somewhat ironic 
incident, as one of the first small shots fired in 
what is now an open war was refusal of admis- 
sion by Narragansett Park officials to a reporter 
from another Rhode Island newspaper. 

As the matter now stands, O’Hara is threatened 
with the loss of his control of Narragansett Park 
and its opportunities for political influence, with 
the loss of a salary of $50,000 yearly, and with the 
loss of prestige as a force in the racing world. 
Governor Quinn, on the other hand, has risked his 
entire political future by a flat defiance of a Su- 
preme Court decision. So there is likely to be no 
surrender on either side. 

Horsemen have watched the situation with 
growing distaste, realizing that though racing is 
not on trial in Rhode Island, it is racing that is 
likely to be condemned, however the battle ends. 


KENTUCKY 


KEENELAND CLOSES 

RAWING excellent weather for its closing day, 

Keeneland came to the end of its nine-day 
meeting on October 16, got its third successful 
meeting out of three tries. Several bad days, par- 
ticularly the first Saturday, hurt attendance con- 
siderably, but the closing day’s crowd, betting 
slightly more than $100,000, put the meeting well 
cover the top. This was the largest pari-mutuel 
turnover of the meeting, but Keeneland depends 
very largely on its gate receipts, does not need a 
higher turnover to be profitable. 

Two stakes were run during the last week. 
The Breeders’ Stakes, with a two-horse field, was 
naturally unsatisfactory to operators, but was 
highly relished by spectators. On the closing day 
The Lexington Stakes, for 2-year-olds, went to 
Bert Friend’s Co-Sport, a stakes winner at Chi- 
cago tracks this year. Supporting this event was 
a six-furlong event for 3-year-olds and up, won by 
President Hal Price Headley’s Fraidy Cat, which 
began a double that Catnap completed two races 
later. Also helping the day’s card was a 1 1-16- 
mile event with a purse of $1,200, won unexpected- 
ly by Ferguson and Herndon’s Josh. Ann Jones, 
which was third in this event, kept intact her 
season's record, has not been out of the money in 
16 starts. 

Kentucky racing moves now to Churchill Downs, 
where a seven-day meeting, featured by the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes, opens October 23. 


MARICA BEATS COUNT ARTHUR 

The Breeders’ Stakes ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 11, miles) was designed as a late season 
test at distance, of the sort which would indicate 
the class necessary for the stud. But American 
racing does not leave much in the way of distance 
horses by the end of the season, and the Breeders’ 
Stakes attracted but three entries for its first 
running, two for its second. So Keeneland offi- 
cials announced, on the day of the second run- 
ning, October 14, that the event would be discon- 
tinued, would be replaced by a race patterned 
after the old Breeders’ Futurity.

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horses of class can well be. One was the slow- 
starting, distance-running Count Arthur (126), 
owned and bred by Mrs. John D. Hertz.

Marica previously had won the Arlington Park 
Matron Handicap, Crete, and Francis S. Peabody 
Handicaps this year, and particulars of her pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of July 10, 
page 39. She has started 37 times, won 15 races, 
finished second seven times, third five times, and 
has earned $26,465. 


CO-SPORT WINS EASILY 

In a preparatory race at Keeneland on October 
12, Bert Friend’s Co-Sport was beaten back to 
third, but when he came up for the running of 
the Lexington Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 
six furlongs) on October 16, bettors noted that 
before this reverse he had won four successive 
victories, three of them in stakes, so they made 
him favorite at 9 to 10. Ridden by Jockey Porter 
Roberts, Co-Sport gave his backers no anxiety, 
He had fine speed from the start, and was clear 
of his field in a sixteenth-mile. W. C. Stroube’s 
“Bull Dog colt Huskie Boy looked as if he might 
make a battle of it for a half-mile, but in the 
stretch run he fell back, and Co-Sport went on 
to win easily by three lengths. Moving up into 
second place in the stretch run came Mrs. T. Ott’s 
Employer (117), a Black Servant gelding which

was trailing Co-Sport for the third time in a stakes 


race. He was three lengths in front of W. C. 

Satterthwait’s Fairflax, which had had to race 


wide after being outrun for the first few furlongs. 
A length behind him Huskie Boy was fourth, 
with Sweep Royal and Gallery God trailing in 
order, the latter being eased after he failed to 
keep up. All starters carried 117 pounds. Time, 
:23, :47, 1:1245, track fast. Stakes division, $3,- 
200, $500, $250, $100. 

Co-Sport has now started 23 times, won 10 
races (including Joliet, Labor Day, Hawthorne 
Juvenile Handicaps), finished second once, third 
three times, and has earned $13,870. Particulars 
of his pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
September 4, page 304. 


DEATH OF WILLIAM M. CARTER 

Manager of Robert A. Fairbairn’s Fairholm 
Stud at Winchester, Ky., for the last 12 years 
has been William M. Carter, a native of Scot- 
land who came to Kentucky from New Jersey 
in 1925 to take charge of the farm. Among 
Kentucky’s Thoroughbred breeders Mr. Carter 
soon achieved a reputation as a good judge of 
horses and more especially as a handler of breed- 
ing stock and yearlings. The yearlings he sent 
to Saratoga were always in the best of condition, 
and during the last two years they had brought 
the highest prices obtained by any consignor. 

During the last few months Mr. Carter's 
health had failed rapidly, and in August his con- 
dition became critical. Later he appeared to 
improve, but he was never well again. On Octo- 
ber 13 he died at the Clark County Hospital in 
Winchester. 

Mr. Carter was 68 years old. Surviving him 
are his widow, Mrs. Mary Carter, three daugh- 
ters, one son, four brothers, and three sisters. 


CALIFORNIA 
BAY MEADOWS 
ACING over the California major circuit 
began October 9 at Bay Meadows, but com- 
plete reports of the racing are not yet available 
to THE BLOOD-HORSE. Four modest stakes have 
been contested since the meeting opened. On 
opening day the Inaugural Handicap ($1,500 
added, all ages, six furlongs) went to Highland 
Springs Stock Farm's Alviso, a 5-year-old Hand 
Grenade gelding, with Happy Bolivar second, 
Sarada third. On the first Tuesday of the meet- 
ing, October 12, the San Jose Handicap ($1,500 
added, ail ages, one mile) was offered, went to 
E. E. Fogelson’s Gray Jack, a Jock colt which 
was a stakes winner at the Del Mar meeting 
last summer. Sarada was second, Illeanna third. 
On October 15 the Gilroy Handicap ($1,500 
added, all ages, six furlongs) was run, went to 
I. C. Little’s Transmutable, a former plater now 
somewhat improved in class. The Transmute 
gelding won from King Saxon, with In Chancery 
third. The second Saturday saw the running of 
the San Rafael Handicap ($2,000 added, all ages, 
1 1-16 miles), the winner being the 6-year-old 
Chance Shot horse Chance Line. Sallys Booter 
was second, Sarada third, this being the third of 
the four stakes in which the *Sir Gallahad III 
horse had placed. 
Three handicaps, two with $1,500 added, one 
with $2,000 added, are scheduled for the current 
week at the San Mateo track.

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THE RIDDLE DINNER 


OME three hundred horsemen and lovers of the 
horse gathered in the ball room of the Lafay- 
ette Hotel, Lexington, last Friday evening, Octo- 
ber 15, for the sixth annual dinner of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America, honoring Samuel 
Doyle Riddle, chiefly famous as the owner of Man 
o’' War. In a program presided over by Toast- 
master Thomas R. Underwood, the various spe2k- 
ers divided their attention between Man o’ War 
and his owner, and Mr. Riddle himself concluded 
the program by summarizing a few of his own 
conclusions with regard to the Turf. 

The preliminary part of the program included 
the reading of an “interview” with Man o’ War by 
Nie! Plummer, of the University of Kentucky De- 
partment of Journalism; a poem by J. A. Estes; 
a recorded “broadcast” of the Man o’ War-John 
P. Grier race for the Dwyer Stakes of 1920; an 
appearance before the microphone (the entire pro- 
gram was broadcast by Lexington’s Station 
WLAP) of Will Harbut, Man o’ War’s groom and 
self-appointed press agent; a short address by 
Kentucky’s Gov. A. B. Chandler; and an informal 
discussion of the Fair Play line by John L. Her- 
vey (Salvator), of Chicago. On the speaker's 
platform there were seated also Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley, whose testimonial dinner given by the Thor- 
oughbred Club in 1932 gave rise to the annual 
series of dinners by the Club; Joseph E. Widener, 
the 1933 guest of honor; Dr. Robert W. Miles, who 
pronounced the invocation; Thomas Piatt, former 
president of the club; and Daniel B. Midkiff, the 
present president. 

Man o’ War's groom, not officially programmed, 
but called in out of the kitchen for an interview 
before the microphone with Toastmaster Under- 
wood, came near stealing the show, as far as the 
preliminaries were concerned, by his unqualified 
enthusiasm for his famous charge. “All them 
other horses may be great horses,”’ he concluded, 
“but they’s only one Mannie War.” 

Governor Chandler, called to the microphone 
for a few remarks, concluded by assuring horse- 
men that “by the eternal gods the sport of Thor- 
oughbreds shall not go to the dogs—-at least, not 
in Kentucky.” 

The Thoroughbred Club dinner was “covered” 
by Photographer Victor de Palma, of New York, 
representing the picture magazine Life, for the 
feature called “Life Goes to a Party.” The pic- 
tures probably will appear in next week’s issue 
of Life. 

After President Midkiff had presented Mr. 
Riddle with a gold pin and scroll signifying his 
honorary life membership in the Thoroughbred 
Club, Mr. Riddle, following the precedent es- 
tablished at previous annual dinners, delivered 
the principal address of the evening, in which 
he expressed his opposition to standing starts, 
to the use of pincers and twitches by assistant 
starters, and to the excessive use of low weights 
in racing, and suggested that racing associations 
should provide better accommodations for the 
men who work in the stables. The text of Mr. 
Riddle’s address, except for his introductory re- 
marks, follows:

the spirit of fair play, and will concern no one place or 
set of officials. 

Take most of the race tracks in America; it is very 
seldom that they have practical and experienced horse- 
men in the stand or as stewards, or any official backed 
by The Jockey Club track as in New York. There are 
times when is is almost imperatively necessary that a 
real horseman—one who has had extensive experience 
with not merely a few horses but many and good ones 
—sometimes, I say, it is highly essential that some 
such man be officially connected with the management 
of the racing meet. Don't you think such men, as 
counsel, would be valuable and helpful to the race 
tracks? I believe we require such men in positions at 
the race track as starters, stewards and all other 
officials, men of ability. Should the race track manage- 
ment find that any official is incompetent in any way, 
he should be gotten rid of, just the same as a jockey 
is ruled off. or a trainer or an owner. 

I have ridden races: I have trained horses; I have 
shown horses in the horse shows: I have ridden to the 
hounds. I bred a great pack of hounds once—some of 
the horses I have raised turned out to be “dogs” also, 
but why bring that up? I've owned, as I modestly 
And I'm not 


hope you have heard, several good horses, 
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partial to the system in practice by some of the han- 
dicappers. Instead of taking past performances as a 
criterion for establishing handicaps, some of the han- 
dicappers have put on the weight arbitrarily, as they 
“thought” it should be. I spoke once to a handicapper, 
saving “this horse you are weighting so heavily is a 
small horse.” You'd never guess his answer. He said, 
“I didn’t know that made any difference.” “Well,” I 
told him, more or less gently, “it does make a differ- 
ence, believe it or not.” Yet you couldn't of course, 
tell him anything. Among the things an ignorant per- 
son doesn’t know is the fact that he is ignorant. If he 
knew it. there might be some cure for him. Tell an 
ignorant man he is ignorant, and he is sure you are 
ignorant. Incidentally, any official at any race track 
should treat every owner and trainer with the same 
respect and consideration that he would like to have 
given to himself—the good old Golden Rule is hard to 
improve upon. 

Also. as a part of my creed, there is little if any 
doubt in my mind that the walk-up start would be best. 
I am very sorry that the use of the gate that Mr. Wide- 
ner introduced at Hialeah had to be discontinued. When 
these gates were superseded by the stalls, we were 
assured that we would not have so many assistant 
starters. But—reminding us of government promises of 
economv—we now have more assistant starters. Horses 
can be hurt in the stalls just the same as without them 
I believe the starter should be responsible to the 
owner if any of the assistant starters brutalize a horse 
at the post. Under Jockey Club Rules in the State of 
New York, the use of twitches and pincers, is not 
permitted unless requested. Why can't we have the 
rule made effective everywhere? No assistant starter, 
unless specifically requested by the owner or trainer, 
should be permitted to touch a horse. I believe more 
horses are converted into bad actors by assistant 
starters than by any other means. 

As to our scale of weights: Our scale is the same. I 
believe, as that used in England. But, unfortunately for 
us (and unwisely in us), our race tracks make a lower 
scale of weights by allowing ten or fifteen pounds off 
the scale compelling us to use little boys on _ the 
horses. Why can't we maintain, practically as well as 
theoretically, the same weight svstem they have abroad, 
so we can ride more mature riders: and so, that the 
handicappers can not make the minimum weight en- 
tirely too low, thus letting in a lot of horses that only 
clutter up the track. Sometimes that eccentric system 
of weighting causes an extremely ordinary horse to 
beat a good one. I can not bring myself to believe 
this is right. It crowds out prominent stakes races with 
deadwood. Is it because the race track has been al- 
lowed to become purely commercial? I hope not. 

In these days, when profits are big, would it not be 
better to increase the size of the purses rather than 
to swell the dividends? Also, a good use to which the 
excess profits might be put would be to supply better 
quarters for the stable help, and make their conditions 
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cleaner and more sanitary. I speak of this with real, 
heartfelt, understanding seriousness. 

Now I am far from feeling like striking a dismal 
note of pessimism. I am not leading you—or trying to 
lead you--to the wailing wall. ... I am not proclaim- 
ing the whole racing world is bad. On the contrary, I 
know as well as you know that in the past fifty years 
we have made great strides in improvement. Everything 
is much better than it was many years ago when I, in 
my happy teens, first visited the race track, and I can 
not honestly say anything to the contrary. We all 
know the officials are better. The tracks themselves are 
kept better. And last, but far from least, I believe the 
horses are much better, stronger and faster. 

As to whether there is any improvement in their en- 
durance, their ability to “take it,” I am in no position 
to know or say. There is much talk of our racing 2- 
year-olds, along with the accusation that we break 
them down by racing them prematurely. I cannot be- 
lieve that is the sole reason for the trouble complained 
of. I believe it is the standing start as much as any- 
thing else that is to blame. Don't make any mistake 
about that. The standing start ruins many a good 2- 
year-old. Some horses may jump away from the post 
much more quickly than others from the standing 
start. And while, to the observer, it may look all right, 
the fast breaker has a big advantage—an advantage out 
of all proportion to his running ability. Now and then 
a horse who can't keep up with his own shadow, even 
when running toward the east in the afternoon, will 
win over a really speedy animal, because of the unfair 
and unintelligent distinction in the matter of weight 
carried. 

I don’t expect to startle or surprise anybody with 
this statement: I jove the sport of racing. I love it 
more than any other sport in the world. Many a time 
when unable to go to the races, I have longed to go. 
And whenever I was able, I resumed my attendance. 
The good fellowshiv. the sportsmanship. the pleasant 
and congenial association of the race track is wonderful 
to me. There are no finer fellows in the world than 
the ones you meet among the true lovers of horses. 
And when I want racing and congenial sportsman com- 
panionship at its most perfect, I naturally come to 
Kentucky. I do not regard this state as merely the 
one “where the corn is full of kernels, and the colonels 
full of corn,’ but as the very home of the sport I most 
love. I love to visit the Blue Grass and flock with all 
vou grand fellows sitting around me and in front of 
me. I should feel hopelessly depressed if I didn't believe 
I have many loval and dependable friends among you. 
I am proud of being a breeder in the Blue Grass sec- 
tion of this wonderful and delightful state. May nothing 
ever mar or hamper this great sport which you and I 
both love 

And let me say, at the risk of becoming almost 
tedious, that I do feel, far more keenly than I can 
express or than you can realize, just what this occasion 
means; what it tells me of your kindly disposition 
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toward me, your happy playmate in what is called the 
Sport of Kings that we all so love. Your organization 
is interested in and (I hope and believe) composed of 
—Thoroughbreds, so far as sportsmanship is concerned. 
Jockey or trainer or owner, everyone is a gentleman if 
he has that quality stamped upon his heart. You and I 
have taken our work, including all ill fortune and good 
fortune, in our stride. In his great poem “If,” Rudyard 
Kipling used the phrase: 

If you can meet with triumph and disaster 

And treat those two impostors just the same. 

For triumph and disaster are impostors, exaggerating 
in our minds and emotions the importance of them- 
selves. We feel unduly elated over a momentary suc- 
cess, and unnecessarily depressed over a setback. The 
man who—specially in this game—can't get up after a 
knock-down, spit out a few teeth, and go on leading 
with his chin—the man who can't do this year after 
year, taking the bitter with the sweet, wouldn't be in 
this business long enough for us to begin calling him 
by his first name. 

I wind up by saying that the things I have mentioned 
tonight seriously, I may be wrong about. I am _ not 
conceited enough to believe I am always right. I am 
not like the young man, who, whenever his birthday 
anniversary came, sent his mother a telegram of con- 
gratulations. I should like some time to hear your 
reaction to my theories. I am always eager to be set 
right when wrong, and to be taught when ignorant. 

There are a great many people smarter than I am, 
many better horsemen, many greater individuals. I 
am only a small atom in the great horse world—a very 
small one. And I have merely done what the chef at 
the army cantonment did in serving hash—I have given 
out to you only a portion of what my years and my 
experience have caused me to accumulate. I thank you. 


FOREIGN 


THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE 

HE Cambridgeshire, first of England’s two 

great fall betting handicaps, the Cambridge- 
shire and Cesarewitch, was the medium this year 
of an almost unprecedented plunge on the 4-year- 
old Dan Bulger, which won the event last year 
(when it followed the Cesarewitch). How much 
had been bet on Sir Abe Bailey’s entry it would be 
impossible to estimate accurately, but English 
newspapers guessed that at least a quarter-million 
pounds had been wagered on him. A field of 26 
horses went to the post for the 11,-mile test at 
Newmarket Wednesday, October 13, and Dan Bul- 
ger was favorite at 17 to 2 at post time. He car- 
ried top weight of 127 pounds among the starters, 
“looked superb in the paddock,” and finished out of 
the money. 

The winner, well backed and closing at 13 to 1, 
was Major R. Glover’s Artist’s Prince, carrying 
94 pounds (three pounds above the prescribed 
minimum weight), and ridden by A. W. Richard- 
son, a jockey who had previously ridden 80 con- 
secutive losers. He triumphed in one of the most 
exciting finishes the Cambridgeshire had furnished 
in its 98 years. A neck behind him was R. S. 
Glasspool’s Red Squaw (96), which was only a 
head in front of W. H. Thorpe’s Inchkeith (104). 
Three other horses, Zaimis, Daytona, and Laureat 
II, were well lapped on the third. The winner 
took the lead from Couvert and Fairplay “at the 
dip” and held off all challenges in the final stages. 

The winner is a 4-year-old chestnut colt by 
Artist’s Proof out of Princess Galahad, by Prince 
Galahad, second dam Penny Flyer, by Vamose 
(brother to Flying Fox). Artist’s Proof is by 
Gainsborough out of Clear Evidence, by Tracery, 
second dam Honora, the dam of *Herodias. 
Artist’s Prince was purchased about three months 
ago by his present owner from Capt. W. P. Aherne. 
During the present season he had won the seven- 
furlong Ogbourne Handicap at Newbury, beating 
Fresh Fox and others, and the one-mile Royston 
Handicap at Newmarket, and had dead-heated 
with Red Squaw for the one-mile Doncaster High- 


weight Handicap. He is partly owned by Mrs. 
Johnny Dines, whose husband, now in his first 
season as a conditioner, trains the horse. 

English bookmakers, by the failure of Dan Bu.- 
ger may have escaped the frying pan, but many 
of them are now concerned with the fire, since the 
winner has been coupled with several prominent 
candidates for the Cesarewitch, to be run Wednes- 
day, October 27. 


MIRZA If BEATEN AGAIN 

Coming up the Middle Park Stakes, run at 
Newmarket last Thursday, October 14, the Aga 
Khan's Mirza IT, phenomenally fast son of *Blen- 
heim II and Mumtaz Mahal, had five victories to 
to his credit and had been beaten only once, by 
Portmarnock in the Champagne Stakes. In the 
six-furlong Middle Park Stakes he had few op- 
penents, but they represented a great deal of 
class. Mirza II jumped orf in front, opened up 
such a lead that it appeared nothing could over- 
take him, then quit so badly that he was caught 
in the last strides and beaten a head by James 
Rank’'s Scottish Union, with Joseph E. Widener’s 
American-bred Unbreakable in third place. 

Scottish Union now takes rank with the best 
of what is apparently a very good crop of 2-year- 
olds in England. He had made but two previous 
starts. In his first effort he was second in the 
five-furlong Salisbury Stakes, when he appeared 
backward, and in his second try he won the Rous 
Memorial Stakes at Goodwood. He is by the 
Derby winner Cameronian (by Pharos) out of 
Trustful, by Bachelor's Double, second dam Cre- 
denda, by Cellini, third dam Ballyglass, by Des- 
mond. 

Unbreakable is believed by Mr. Widener to be 
the best 2-year-old in England, and certainly his 
record justifies high hopes for him in next year's 
classics. The son of *Sickle and the grand mare 
“Blue Glass, by *Prince Palatine, has made six 
starts in England this season without finishing 
worse than third. Prior to the Middle Park 
Stakes, in which, according to Mr. Widener, he 
was at a disadvantage because of training dif- 
ficulties, he had won three successive races, the 
Exeter, Soltykoff, and Richmond Stakes. Until 
the Middle Park Stakes he had not started since 
July 27, when he won the Richmond Stakes at 
Goodwood. 


GRAND CRITERIUM TO *SICKLE FILLY 

In the spring of 1933 Joseph E. Widener’s 
Tatoule, daughter of Alcantara II, foaled in 
France the good colt Fastnet, by Pharos, and in 
doing so sustained injuries which caused Mr. 
Widener to send the mare across the Atlantic 
Ocean to his Elmendorf Farm at Lexington for 
veterinary attention which was not available in 
France. She was operated on by Dr. Charles E. 
Hagyard, and while at Elmendorf in the spring 
of 1934 was bred to *Sickle. In the autumn of 
that year she was returned to France. In the 
spring of 1935 she produced a filly which is 
now racing in France under the name of Gos- 
sip and under the colors of Mr. Widener. 

Last week, Mr. Widener received a cablegram 
stating that Gossip had won the Grand Criterium 
at Longchamp, the most important 2-year-old 
race of the year in France. 

Gossip had won the important Prix Robert 
Papin at Maisons-Laffitte in her first start, and 
before the Grand Criterium had been under colors 
only once more. She appears likely to be ranked 
the best 2-year-old of the season in France. 
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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


October 4._-News that Mrs. Miller 
has decided to give her Derby winner, Mid- 
day Sun, another season's racing is good to hear. 
His St. Leger defeat notwithstanding, the son of 
Solario remains the acknowledged best of our 
moderate crop of 3-year-olds, and he is to be 
nominated for next season's Coronation Cup, 
Ascot Gold Cup, and other important weight-for 
age events. We may anticipate with pleasure the 
renewal of rivalry between Mid-day Sun and 
Chulmleigh for the coveted Ascot trophy, and a 
battle between the pair would set at rest the con- 
troversy that is raging as to whether the Derby 
winner was unluckily beaten in the St. Leger. 
One thing is certain, the colts will not clash again 
this season, for Chulmleigh has met with a minor 
leg injury which has caused Lord Glanely to 
abandon the idea of running the son of Singapore 
in the Jockey Club Cup of the Aintree Derby. It 
has not yet been definitely decided whether Mid- 
day Sun will contest the Liverpool race, but I 
should think is is unlikely. The colt has had a 
busy season, starting with the Free Handicap at 
Newmarket in early April. Altogether he has had 
seven races this term, none of them “gifts,” and 
his only defeats were when third in the Guineas 
and St. Leger. 


Mid-day Sun would never have attained his 
eminence in a normal year, and I rate him as a 
low-grade Derby winner. But I give him credit for 
robustness, and I am sure that another season in 
training will do him no harm. The policy too 
frequently pursued of rushing off 3-year-old 
champions to the stud before they reach maturity, 
and before their reputations for stoutness are 
established, is one that I wholeheartedly condemn. 
The matter has been discussed by influential 
members of the British Thoroughbred Association, 
and there is a strong body of opinion in favor of 
making five the minimum age for a stallion to 
commence stud duties. There are obvious diffi- 
culties in the way of enforcing such a rule, and 
the phenomenal success as sires achieved by such 
as The Tetrarch, Blandford, and *Blenheim II, 
all of which served mares as 4-year-olds, can be 
used as an argument against such a drastic step. 
But I am convinced that in the long run, the 
change would benefit the breed. 


Including the ill-fated Humorist, which died 
within a few weeks of his Epsom triumph, no 
fewer than ten post-war Derby winners finished 
racing at the end of their 3-year-old careers. In 
chronological order, they were Grand Parade, 
Humorist, Manna, Call Boy, Felstead, Trigo, 
*Blenheim II, April the Fifth, Bahram, and 
Mahmoud. Up to date, none of the offspring of 
these horses has been renowned for stoutness. 
*Blenheim II has the distinction of being the only 
one to beget a Derby winner, and no one would 
claim that the shelly, light-boned grey Mahmoud 
is the type to sire Ascot Gold Cup winners. 

In the main, the blood that endures comes from 
the horses of a different fibre—those which proved 
their stoutness in the Cup fray as 4-year-olds, 
such as Son-in-Law and his sons Foxlaw and 
Bosworth, and Gainsborough’s sons Solario and 
Singapore. 

Our bloodstock would be in a poor way without 
the backbone they provided. Even in the case of 
the Phalaris line, the greatest stud successes were 
the own brothers Pharos and Fairway, both of 
which raced with success as 4-year-olds. 
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Important Victory For Solfo 
E had some enjoyable sport at the New- 
market First October fixture last week, 
though we saw nothing calculated to heighten our 
opinion of the classic 3-year-olds, Fair Copy, 
runner-up to Chulmleigh in the St. Leger, started 
a hot favorite in a field of six for the £4,575 
Jockey Club Stakes (1%, miles) but was beaten 
a neck and a head by Solfo and the 4-year-old 
Flares. Solfo had finished sixth in the St. Leger 
and he was now conceding Fair Copy three 
pounds. No doubt Major Courtauld’s big chestnut 
son of Solario appreciated the improved going, but 
when horses beat each other in the confusing 
manner that our 3-year-olds have done this sea- 
son, we cannot be wrong in condemning them as 
a bad lot. Omaha's brother, Flares, a good horse, 
but no world-beater, was conceding 18 pounds to 
Fair Copy, in this Newmarket affair, which is 
considerably more than weight for age, so that 
those who wrote of Fair Copy as being the most 
improved 3-year-old in training were a bit wide 
of the mark. The truth is that Lord Derby's hand- 
some colt is not a stayer, and it was the slow 
pace in the early stages of the Doncaster classic 
that enabled him to gain place honors. Ten fur- 
longs, which was the distance of the Atlantic Cup 
which he won at the Liverpool Summer meeting, 
is probably Fair Copy’s best distance, though he 
may stay the mile and a half well enough to win 
the Aintree Derby if the opposition is not strong. 
Solfo is not to run again this season. The colt’s 
trainer, Basil Jarvis, has great hopes of his charge 
developing into a Cup horse next year, and it can

ROCKINGHAM PARK 

»Y normal expectancy, Rockingham Park 

J should have closed October 16. But the 
suspension of Narragansett Park's license left 
an opportunity for an 18-day extension, for the 
“benefit of horsemen who had already planned 
their itinerary.”” The extension was granted on 
the condition that the meeting should not be in 
conflict with other New England tracks. When 
the Rhode Island Supreme Court quashed the 
hearing which resulted in the suspension of Nar- 
ragansett Park’s license, it seemed that Rock- 
ingham Park might lose its extension. But with 
the Rhode Island militia holding the’ track 
closed, Rockingham Park began its extended 
meeting on October 18, though with no absolute 
assurance that Narragansett Park might not get 
its troubles straightened out, and take over. 

The week which ended October 16, including 
Columbus Day, was the best of the regular 
meeting. The total turnover was $1,741,632, a 
daily average of $290,272 for the week. This 
raised the average to $267,711 for the 24-day 
regular meeting. This was an increase of about 
$29,000 daily over the 1936 average ($238,366), 
an increase of $12,000 daily over the 1935 fall 
meeting ($255,247). The handle probably will 
drop during the extended meeting, because of 
cold weather and increased competition from 
football, but it should nevertheless be profitable. 


COLUMBUS DAY HANDICAP 
Not many of the better known 2-year-olds were 
left in New England to contest the Columbus 
Day Handicap ($3,000 added, 2-year-olds, one 
mile) at Rockingham Park October 12, but a 
fair field assembled. When the field was sent 
away, Paragon Stable’s Deep End (113) had the 
most “lick,”’ got to the lead immediately and 
opened daylight on his field. Posterity (113), 
which held closely to the pace for a half-mile, 
dropped back thereafter, and the next challenge 
came from Coward and Coffey’s Star Flower 
(106), a filly by the young sire Dark Hero. 
Under Danny Morgan’s drive, Star Flower caught 
the leader a sixteenth from the finish, won by a 
neck. Deep End held second place, three lengths 
in front of Mrs. P. A. Shaw’s Stage Beauty

ON THE 


California Racing Situation 


When I came to California I knew nothing of the charges which 
had been preferred with the Governor against the Racing Board. I was 
very reluctant to have my name associated with the case in any way. 

After reviewing the law and the evidence, I became satisfied that a 
grave injustice had been done to Mr. Norman Church and other breeders 
cf horses in California, not only by the Turf Club in Los Angeles, but 
by the Chairman of the Racing Board. 

No fair-minded, impartial man in California, whether he be lawyer, 
judge or layman, can review the evidence in the so-called Proclivity Case 
without coming to the conclusion that there was no evidence to support 
the action of the race track officials or the Board. Their actions can only 
be accounted for through ignorance or because of some other reason not 
based upon the facts. 

That the spirit and alleged purpose of the law of California, namely 
the promotion of farming and the breeding of horses, has been and is 
being flagrantly thwarted, is evident. 

Mr. Church and his lawyers have asked for the past ten months 
that he be given a hearing—that witnesses be subpoenaed so that the 
fact might be known, not only to the Governor, but to the public. He 
has not had his day in court. His charges are disregarded. No hearing is 
to be held. 

Actions on the part of public officials such as this tend to break 
down respect for our Government, breed discontent amongst the people, 
and should not be tolerated. 

It isn’t a question with me of my client. It is a question of good 
government. The Governor knows better than anyone else that Mr. 
Church was given a raw deal. Mr. Church appealed to the Governor 
to have it corrected. The Governor refused and still refuses to hear 
the charges filed by Mr. Church. That may be good politics, but I 
don’t believe it. 

The Governor’s so-calied reply to me would indicate that he had 
not even taken the trouble to read the charges filed by Mr. Church. 
He states that Mr. Church or anybody else can file charges and they will 
be given consideration. In view of what has taken place, it would be 
a huge joke for anybody to file charges with the Governor against the 
Racing Board. 

However, this is not the last of this case. I expect to give it 
further consideration.
